History  of  Rock  Chapel 

“Layde  Lou”  has  chosen  as  the  background  for  her  first  appear¬ 
ance  one  of  the  most  interesting  scenes  to  be  found  in  our  state,  the 
Rock  Chape’.  The  sketches  have  been  taken  from  paintings  still  to 
be  seen  on  the  walls  of  this  shrine,  which  has  been  in  disuse  for  many 
years. 

In  lo86,  the  Catholics  founded  a  monastery  about  eight  miles 
from  Mansfield  and  called  it  Carmel,  the  Garden  of  God.  This  was 
qu  te  a  flourishing  institution.  There  was  a  central  building,  three 
stories  high,  occupied  by  the  monks  and  students.  About  a  mile 
from  this  was  situated  a  building  for  the  nuns.  There  was  also  a 
Catholic  Chapel.  The  priests  to  be  found  here  were  of  German  origin 
and  it  is  said  that  there  were  as  many  as  twenty  at  one  time. 

This  chapel  was  constructed  entirely  by  hand  by  the  monks. 
The  stones  were  taken  from  the  hills  aronnd  the  monastery,  and  mud 
plaster  was  used  to  hold  them  together.  The  interior  of  the  building 
today  shows  some  of  the  most  artistic  hand-painting  in  this  country. 
The  entire  ceiling  and  walls  are  hand-painted.  The  colors  are  fast 
and  show  no  signs  of  fading  to  the  present  day.  This  painting  was 
done  by  one  of  the  monks  of  the  monastery. 

At  the  west  end  of  the  little  chapel  were  once  statues  of  the 
Virgin  Mary,  Christ  on  the  cross,  and  a  huge  cross  hung  above  it  all. 
The  statues  still  remain  in  the  chapel.  Immediately  surrounding  the 
chapel  is  a  graveyard,  wherein  only  the  most  devoted  students,  priests, 
monks  and  fathers,  were  allowed  to  trespass  or  to  be  buried. 

There  are  five  graves  in  this  place.  One  of  these  is  that  of 
Father  Johns,  one  is  an  unknown,  one  a  student,  and  the  other  two 
are  those  of  two  brothers  who  died  within  the  same  week  while  work¬ 
ing  on  the  chapel.  The  names  of  the  dead  have  not  been  erased  from 
the  minds  of  the  oldest  residents  of  Carmel. 

In  front  of  the  chapel,  at  the  foot  of  the  hill,  is  a  small  stream, 
which  signified  to  the  fathers  the  River  Jordan.  None  except  the 
most  devout  was  allowed  to  cross  this  stream  and  enter  the  chapel 
yard. 

Easter  day  at  the  monastery  used  to  he  one  of  the  greatest 
affairs  of  DeSoto  parish,  according  to  old  citizens.  On  this  day  peo¬ 
ple  from  all  parts  of  the  parish  would  go  to  Carmel  to  see  Easter 
ceremonies  of  the  priests.  It  is  said  that  more  than  half  the  marriages 
of  the  entire  parish,  during  the  time  the  monastery  was  in  existence, 
took  place  on  Easter  day,  during  the  ceremonies,  and  many  a  novel 
love  tryst  was  kept  and  engagement  made  there. 

It  is  estimated  today  that  2,000  persons  annually  visit  the  chapel 
from  all  parts  of  Louisiana  and  surrounding  states.  The  chapel  is 
now  unused  and  stands  open. 

The  main  monastery  building  burned  in  1895.  The  cause  of 
its  catching  on  fire  is  a  matter  of  tradition.  Two  small  boys  were 
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playing  ball  in  the  yard.  They  lost  their  ball  in  one  of  the  fence 
corners,  where  the  grass  was  several  feet  high.  They  decided  to  set 
fire  to  the  grass  and  find  their  ball,  and  the  monastery  building 
caught  from  the  flames  and  was  completely  destroyed. 

After  the  destruction  of  the  building  much  of  the  land  around 
the  monastery  was  so.d,  and  no  attempt  was  made  to  rebuild.  Today 
the  church  owns  some  160  acres  of  land  in  the  vicinity. 

The  historic  chapel  and  small  Catholic  church,  where  services 
are  now  held,  and  reminiscenses,  are  all  that  remain  to  remind  the 
people  of  DeSoto  parish  of  what  was  once  an  integral  part  of  their 
life. 

A  Frenchwoman  who  lives  near  the  chapel  relates  this  story: 

A  son  was  born  in  a  wealthy  family  of  DeSoto  parish.  He  came 
from  a  long  line  of  southern  planters,  who,  after  the  war  was  over, 
were  lucky  enough  to  regain  their  fortunes. 

This  son  was  given  every  advantage  and  everything  that  money 
could  buy.  At  an  early  age  he  was  sent  away  to  school.  He  had  more 
money  than  any  of  the  other  bovs  and  consequently  got  into  more 
trouble. 

During  one  of  his  vacations  he  met  a  young  lady  with  whom  he 
immediately  fell  in  love.  This  girl  had  heard  of  his  record  and 
was  indifferent,  apparently,  to  all  his  protestations  of  undying  af¬ 
fection. 

He  was  persistent,  however,  and  soon  decided  that  life  was  not 
worth  living  without  her,  so  he  began  to  live  his  life  for  her.  When 
he  went  back  home,  he  became  a  model  of  sobriety  and  respectability. 

It  was  a  bit  later  that  his  heart  was  broken.  He  learned  that 
the  girl  whom  he  loved  was  to  marry  another.  He  had  no  goal  now, 
nothing  for  which  to  live.  He  brooded  over  his  sorrow  for  days, 
thinking  constantly  of  suicide. 

His  next  thoughts  were  to  take  holy  orders;  to  enter  a  religious 
life.  He  went  to  Baton  Rouge  to  apply  for  admittance  to  the  sanc¬ 
tuary  there.  Before  he  left  he  wrote  a  letter  to  the  girl  he  loved.  He 
told  her  of  his  everlasting  love  for  her  and  that  she  must  never  think 
of  him  again;  that  she  must  consider  him  dead. 

The  young  lady  did  not  love  the  man  to  whom  she  was  en¬ 
gaged  and  her  heart  gave  a  leap  as  she  recognized  the  handwriting 
on  the  letter.  She  began  reading  the  letter.  Fear  seized  her  when  she 
saw  the  word  ‘dead.’  She  realized  that  he  was  the  only  one  whom 
she  loved. 

That  evening  she  told  her  father  she  could  not  and  would  not 
marry  her  present  fiance.  When  asked  for  reasons  she  was  silent. 

She  set  out  to  hunt  for  her  lover.  In  Baton  Rouge  she  found 
the  sanctuary.  She  and  her  lover  lived  happily  together  for  a  while. 

Later  they  both  died  during  an  epidemic.  The  two  bodies  were 
sent  to  their  homes  and  were  buried  side  by  side  at  the  little  chapel 
they  had  loved. 
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I  Saw  the  Dawn 

The  World  War  closed  a  period  of  hislory  and  ushered  in  a  new 
era.  By  it,  the  entire  world  was  shocked  and  staggered.  The  decade 
since  the  close  of  that  tragedy  has  been  a  period  of  perplexity,  a 
groping  for  the  light.  The  girders  of  civilization  were  loosened,  and 
many  of  the  dependable  supports  of  life  seemed  swept  away.  Slowly 
we  are  recovering  our  sense  of  direction.  However,  it  remains  to  be 
seen  whether  or  not  this  new  will  be  sufficiently  virile  to  overcome 
the  drag  of  the  period  that  is  past.  There  is  hope. 

It  was  dark  and  deep  night  in  the  valley.  No  object  could  pull 
itself  away  from  the  darkness.  Trees,  hills,  houses,  and  ravines  were 
swallowed  up  and  dissolved  in  the  blackness.  Night  defied  the  light 
and  declared  there  should  be  no  Tomorrow. 

Thus  it  was  as  I  set  out,  up  the  mountain,  to  the  tower  occupying 
a  commanding  position  at  the  summit.  Climbing  to  the  top  I  sat  down, 
scanning  the  circuit  of  the  horizon  for  some  ray  of  light,  some  prom¬ 
ise  of  day.  Far  off  yonder  could  be  seen  the  first  hint  of  dawn.  As 
I  looked,  the  heralds  of  the  sun  walked  through  the  gates  of  the  east. 
Light  followed.  Then  began  the  daily  renewed  struggle  of  dark¬ 
ness  with  day.  Reluctantly  the  fog-mists  lifted.  Still  the  shadows 
clung  to  the  coves  and  canyons.  Wouid  it  be  night?  Would  it  be  day? 
Which  would  win?  Persistently  the  cohorts  of  light  pushed  the  forces 
of  night  as  they  slowly  retreated  up  the  mountains,  there  to  break 
and  flee.  The  sun  shot  a  golden  arrow  over  the  mountain  top.  The 
power  of  light  had  conquered  the  power  of  night.  Miracle  of  morn¬ 
ing!  Rapture  of  day!  I  saw  the  dawn.

It  was  out  of  keeping  with  the  occasion  that  Mil¬ 
dred  Odom  should  join  this  Freshman  class  in  1924.  Miss  Crutchfield  was  sponsor. 

Sophisticated  Sophomores,  seeking  fun  and  a  little  conceited,  caused  the 
Faculty  many  a  sleepless  night.  Miss  North  replaced  Miss  Crutchfield  as  sponsor. 
It  was  a  year  of  gaiety,  a  whirl  of  good  times,  pranks,  and  some  required  study. 
A  class  famous  for  its  pretty  girls,  spirit,  and  loyalty. 

In  answer  to  their  wish  “that  when  our  Junior  year  in  College  brings,  among 
other  good  things,  new  girls  from  all  over  the  state  to  join  our  ranks,  they  will 
quickly  become  infected  with  the  spirit  of  Mansfield  College  as  a  result  of  associa¬ 
tion  with  us,”  came  Flora  Brewer,  Sara  Hunter,  Corry  Fee  Roberts,  Hines  Pace, 
Agnes  Whittington,  Nellie  Smith,  Nell  Smith,  Helen  Nelson,  Arlene  Mayo,  Kathrine 
Stephens,  Bobbye  Neill,  Jerry  Richardson,  Jean  McFaurin,  Elsie  Brownfield,  Zetta 
Glass,  Fois  Cochran,  Doris  Hoell,  Martha  Willis  Edge,  Eva  Greer,  Mrs.  Fairy  Mc¬ 
Bride,  Eleanor  Huson,  and  Mary  Wynn  Joyner.  The  outstanding  features  of  this 
year  were  the  play,  “A  Doctor  in  Spite  of  Himself,”  and  the  Junior-Senior  Recep¬ 
tion,  a  lawn  fete.  Contrary  to  belief,  that  a  full  year  of  social  activities  is  detri¬ 
mental  to  scholarship,  this  c.ass  stood  first  in  all  scholastic  honors. 

Grave,  dignified,  dependable  Seniors  assembled  for  their  last  year,  welcom¬ 
ing  a  new  and  last  member,  Agnes  Teaming,  and  our  sponsor.  Miss  Hamill.  And 
now  in  the  closing  hours  with  mingled  emotion  of  joy  and  sorrow,  we  look  for¬ 
ward  to  graduation.  Our  mission  here  is  complete.

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Junior  Class  History 

So  far,  there  isn’t  very  much  history  to  relate  concerning  the  class  of  ’29. 
However,  we  are  justly  proud  of  the  things  that  we  have  already  accomplished,  and 
we  intend  to  uphold  our  good  name  all  through  our  career  at  M.  F.  C.,  for  we  have 
gained  the  reputation  of  knowing  how  “to  put  things  over.” 

To  begin  at  the  beginning,  only  two  of  our  present  class  began  school  in  the 
first  grade  at  Mansfield  College.  They  are  Margaret  Nabors  and  Lois  Griffiths.

Mansfield  Collegian”  under  the  direction  of  Miss  Amelia  B.  Ruxton.
